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A SEA TRAGEDY.

The Startiilng Story of the American
Barkentlne Herbert Faller.

The sen hins ever been a favorable scene
with romancers for desperate conspira-
<cies and tragic ¢rimes, This has been
due to the seclusion which it offers
and also, perhaps, to the traditions of
piracy which hang about it. Therewas
o time when the line of demarcation
between the pirate and the peaceful
mariner was nol very sharply drawn,
and the late Prentice Mulford, who
grew up in a seafaring town and had
even served on shipboard before the
mast, once wrote an article maintain-
ing that the relations which still pre-
vail between the master and the crew
of a ship are a relic of the days when
all seafaring: men wers practically pi-
rates. Possibly a juster explanation
of the harsh treatment to which sailors
are subjected would be found in the
arbitrary anthority which law and cus-
tom necessarily bestow upon n.shipmas-
ter, for it is almost an axiom that nn-
restricted power always leads to tyran-
ny—that nothing but lack of author-
ity prevents every man {rom misusing
it. At all events, the reader of a sea
novel expects to meet with various
sorts of mysteriously dark deeds, while
the reader of the marine columns of
a newspaper is regaled with plenty of
actual crime, albeit of a generally com-
monplace and uninteresting character.

_The story of the Amevican barken-
tine Herbert Fuller, which the newspa-
pers have been recently telling, however.
js as tragically startling as any ever
related by Stevenson or Russell. The
officers of a vessel have often enough
been murdered by the erew, who then
seized the vessel, and it has sometimes
happened that some officer has joined
the erew in mutinying against the cap-
tmin, as in the case of the Bounty. What
adds especinily to the sensational fea-
tures of the erime on board the Herbert
Fuller is that it does not seem to be
known positively who killed the cap-
tain, his wife and the second mate.
The evidence against the first mate
mppears to rest on his supposed un-
willingness to make port after the dis-
covery of the murders. Ile is even sus-
pected of having intended to turn the
vessel over to the Cuban insurgents.
What must have been the astonishment
of the pilot on going on board to find
the vessel in charge of the colored
steward and a Harvard sophomore pas-
senger, the mate in irons, and the borlies
of the three murdered FeTspns towing
astern in the small boat!* That last
touch is characteristic. Mhe survivors
did not dare throw the botlies overLoard
because they were needed as evidence
to protect themselves as well as fo con-
vict the guilty; their superstitious no-
tions were appalled at the notion of
keeping the bodies on board the ves-
sel; so they compromised by towing
them astern.

Undoubtedly the Herbert Fuller
tragedy will form the plot of many a
future sea novel. But no romancer
could have afforded to invent so extraor-
dinary a tale. He would have been
Inughed nt on nccoont of the inherent
improbability of his incidents. The
murders might have passed muster, but
the Harvard student and the colored
steward in their extraordinary role
would have been pronounced simply
impossible.—Buflalo Courier.

¥ BOUNTIES IN SEALS.

Maine Still Pays a Bounty and Last Year
¢ Ralsed It.

Maine paid bounties on 1,662 seals
and on 305 bears in 1805. In 1504 only
385 seals and 550 bears were killed, The
Inerense of seal killing is due to a 30-
cond- increase of the bounty, malking it
one dollar. The bears have been thinned
out by extensive killing. Why there
should be a bounty on seals is plain,
says the New York Sun, to those who
Imow that in a single year a seal con-
sumes 3,650 pounds qf fish, which would
make 6,000,300 pounds saved by the
killing of 1,062 seals in 1805. Most of
the fish eaten are coarse-grained, such
as are used in baiting lobster pots—
sculpins, flounders, tomeods, ete.—but
not o few wvaluable fish, like herring,
salmon and mackarel, are killed by
these animals. Much difficulty is ex-
perienced by seal hunters in securing
all of the animals killed. Muny badly
wounded ones escape, and probably
more than 2,000 seals were killed during
1855,

No one knows exactly why bounties
are paid on black bears. They are harm-
lessanimals, aceording to competent ob-
servers, feeding on _beechnuts,
fruits of various kinds, on earrion, and
roots of plants, seldom if ever molesting
farmers in any way. Maine pays five
dollars and New York ten dollars n

The man of Barley had traveled
in fnr countries, Among other places
he had visited the famous city of New
Jersey, and in the transmississippian
capital had met and coped with the
mosquito in its lair.

Thus he is able to identify his quarry
and lay bLefore the British public a
hurrowing picture of the animal’s dis-
tinguishing traits. a

Winans Bros. Win.

The Winane Bros, who were cited to
appesar beforegJudge Hanford at Bpokane
and show cause why they should not he
fined for contempt for excluding Indians
from fishing on deeded land, had a hear-
ingon the 8th, and were dismissed,
Judge Hanford decidiog they were not
in contempt. The defendants contend-
ed through their attorveys, Huantngton
& Wileon, that whate ver rights are se-
cured to Indians by treaties are subject
to state laws, unless congress at the
time the state is admitted to the Union,
withholds from the staie the right to
make laws which would contravene
treaty rights.

It has been the claim on the part of
the Indians that in giving up their ldnds
to the U, 8, government, they not only
had the right to occupy their reserva-
tions, without melestation, but hont
and fish apon all pubhic lands not actu-
ally resided upon by eettlers. The state
of Washington has a [aw by which fish-
ermen may purchase bench lands between
high and low water marks for fish-
ing privileges, npon which others are
not allowed to trespuss. The Winans
Bros. became possessed of certain lands
in thie manner npon which some Yaki-
ma Indians persisted iu fishing, and the
owners of the land, believing that In-
disns possessed no richt which were for-
bidden 2 white citizen, ejected them
therefrom. Hence the sult, which has
now terminated in a victory for the
Winans Bros.

Li Hung Chang, one of the foor great
men whom General Grant discovered
when he went around the world may
turn out to be the greatest of them sll.
The others were Beaconsfield, Bismarck
and Gambetta. The estimate of Bea-
consfield by the generation that followed
him is that he was not s great man of
the first rank afier all. Gambetta died
too soon. Bismarck clonded his great-
ness by a horribly bad temper which
wronght his downfall at last.
